I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
Your  District  for  the  year  1970* 

The  Registrar  General1  s  estimated  mid-year  population  is  8,300 
ten  less  than  last  year* 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  fall,  from  18*£  to  13*9  per  thousand 
population*  The  provisional  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  16*0 . 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  10o3  per  thousand  compared  with 
119 7  for  England  and  Wales* 

The  Death  Rate  of  Infants  under  one  year  at  17  per  thousand  live 
births  compares  with  the  figure  of  18  for  England  and  Wales.  This  figure 
actually  represents  only  two  deaths ,  both  due  to  causes  operating  before 
birth* 

The  chief  causes  of  death  in  the  general  community  were  heart  disease 
malignant  disease  and  strokes  in  that  order,  mainly  in  the  elderly* 

U6  canes  of  Measles  and  3  of  Infective  Hepatitis  were  notified  during 
the  year*  Two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified;  these  were  associated 
with  an  outbreak:  in  an  adjacent  district*  The  total  number  of  cases  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year 'was  11,  most  of  these  being 
of  long  standings  One  new  case  was  notified© 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr*  Fletcher  for  the  preparation  of' the  sections 
of  the  Report  dealing  with  matters  falling  into  his  purview*  I  should 
like  to  express  my  thanks  also  to  Mr*  Fowler  and  to  you.
